WPD SPENDS £2.5 
MILLION IN NOTTAGE 


WORK has started on a £2.5 
million electricity maintenance 
project for Western Power 
Distribution (WPD) in 
Nottage, Porthcawl. 

A WPD spokesperson said: “The 
scheme is designed to reinforce and 
replace a primary substation that 
supplies more than 8,000 customers in 
the area. It will also improve supply 
reliability”. 

The work is due to be completed in 
March 2015. 


Nine residents will also benefit from 
the removal of high voltage overhead 
power lines and associated cables 
which currently run at the back of their 
homes. These will now be diverted into 
a nearby field. 

WPD projects engineer, Steve 
Taylor explained: “We’re using the 
latest technology to upgrade our 
substation at Nottage and our 
investment is also designed to 
accommodate any increased demands 
likely to be placed on the network in 
the future.” 


‘LEACHED MONEY AWAY...’ 

Local benefit 
fraudster 
hopes to pay 
back £21,000 


A BENEFIT fraudster who 
unlawfully received more 
than £21,000 has been jailed 
for 27 months, suspended for 
two years at Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

The behaviour of 49-year-old Gary 
O’Connell had corroded the trust of 
those who pay their taxes, said Judge 
Tom Crowther QC. 

O’Connell, of Pant Hirgoed, 
Pencoed, a man with no previous 
convictions, had pleaded guilty to 
failing to notify a change of 
circumstances. 

Prosecutor Meirion Davies said that 
in June 2003, O’Connell was awarded 
bereavement benefit. 

From July 2008, it was discovered 
that he was not living alone, but with a 
woman and had been overpaid 
£21,533. 

In January, he was interviewed by 
the authorities and said that when his 
wife died, he became alcoholic. 

He agreed he was sharing his house 
with a woman who became his carer 
when he became an alcoholic and she 
handled his financial affairs. 

The couple, he said, had a joint 
bank account and he agreed he had 
failed to notify a change of

circumstances when there was an 
annual review. Mr Davies said his sole 
asset was his house. 

His counsel, Owen Williams, said: 
“He realises the court’s sentencing 
powers and that he could lose his 
liberty. 

Mr Williams said although the 
amount involved was high, he invited 
the court to pass a suspended sentence. 

“The prospects of repayment are 
good, he has combated his alcoholism 
and is motivated to find work. 

“Following the death of his wife, 
his life was in tatters. He accepts full 
reponsibility for his wrongdoing. At 
the age of 49, he has lost his good 
character”. 

The judge pointed out that he 
deserved credit for his guilty plea, and 
the claim was not fraudulent from the 
outset. 

“But you have deliberately and 
dishonestly leached money away and 
corroded the trust of those who legally 
pay their taxes.” 

He was also ordered to carry out 
240 hours unpaid work.

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BCBC flying the 
flag — to outlaw 
domestic abuse 


THE Bridgend County 
Borough Council has extended 
its support for action against 
domestic abuse by joining the 
White Ribbon Campaign. 

It has agreed to fly the White 
Ribbon flag above the Civic Offices 
annually on White Ribbon Day, which 
this year falls on November 25. 

In 2013, council leader Mel Nott 
and chief executive Darren Mepham 
signed ‘pledge sheets’ never to 
condone, commit or remain silent 
about violence and abuse, which 
formed part of a display in the Civic 
Offices and at other locations in the 
county borough, including Hartshorn 
House, Maesteg and Pyle Life Centre. 

The council has now become one of 
11 local authorities in Wales to be 
given corporate supporter status by the 
Welsh Government’s Natural 
Resources Minister, Carl Sargeant AM. 

Coun Nott said: “We at Bridgend 
County Borough Council are very 
proud to have been given White 


Ribbon corporate supporter status, 
which reflects all of the hard work that 
our officers, councillors and partner 
organisations have put in. However, 
let’s be clear - there is still plenty to 
do. There is no place for domestic 
abuse, sexual violence or violence 
against women in Bridgend county 
borough. Along with our partners in 
South Wales Police, and through our 
own intervention programmes, we will 
continue working tirelessly to support 
victims and make sure that perpetrators 
are brought to justice.” 

Coun Marlene Thomas, BCBC’s 
domestic abuse champion, added: “All 
domestic abuse is a disgrace, and we, 
in conjunction with other agencies, are 
doing our best to highlight problems 
and, hopefully, offer support to those 
that are in need.” 

Domestic abuse statistics show that 
on average, two women in Wales and 
England are killed by a partner every 
week. Locally, the Morfa ward has the 
highest rate of reported domestic 
abuse per 1,000 of the population.

Supermarkets pass test 


LOCAL supermarkets have 
“responded well” to a Trading 
Standards operation, which 
investigated the extent to which 
youngsters are able to purchase 
alcohol via home delivery 
services. 

Elsewhere in the UK, there have been 
reports of a worrying trend in children 
successfully purchasing alcohol and 
other age restricted goods after placing 
orders online. To test this practice locally, 
a new approach to underage sales 
enforcement was piloted in an operation 
carried out by Bridgend County Borough 
Council’s Trading Standards team and 
South Wales Police. 

During the exercise, web orders for 
alcoholic drinks were placed with three 
local supermarkets for delivery to a local 
address. With Trading Standards officers 
on hand to witness any transactions 
taking place, all three delivery drivers 
requested identification from the 
volunteers and refused to hand over the 


goods to the 15-year-old volunteers. 

Coun David Sage, BCBC’s Deputy 
Leader said: “We are pleased that the 
operation has shown a strict level of 
compliance from these local businesses. 
Protection of children from the harms of 
age restricted products is a priority for 
our Trading Standards service, and this is 
an operation we are likely to conduct 
again. I very much hope to see similar 
compliance in future.” 

Inspector Steve Jennings said: “South 
Wales Police are pleased with the pass 
rate from this particular operation and we 
will continue to work with Trading 
Standards, and the supermarkets, to 
ensure that under-18s do not have access 
to alcohol in this way.”

BRIDGEND COLLEGE REVAMPS 
FORMER STUDENT’S GARDEN 



BRIDGEND College’s 
full and part time 
Level 2 diploma 
horticulture students 
recently revamped an 
elderly former 
horticulture student’s 
garden, as part of 
their contribution to 
the wider community. 

They planned to 
improve the access to 
the lady’s garden all 
year round, helping to 
maintain her mobility 
and to improve health 
and safety in the area. 

A college 

spokeswoman said : 


“the College’s Level 3 
work-based horticulture 
apprentices visited the 
garden initially and 
formulated the 
programme of work that 
was required. They 
measured the area and 
calculated the volume 
of materials that were 
required; these figures 
were then passed to the 
L2 students to use in 
their lessons to ensure 
continuous learning 
from this project. 

“Initially, a large area 
of turf was removed to 
reduce maintenance 
requirements - this was 


disposed of sustainably 
by a local farmer. Plants 
which were blocking a 
path were removed and 
a weed-proof membrane 
was put down before 
eight tonnes of gravel 
was moved to landscape 
the area. 

“This removed 
changes in level to 
improve access so that 
the former student could 
carry on gardening into 
her 80s. The 
horticulture students 
thoroughly enjoyed the 
‘real experience’ of 
landscaping a garden.”

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*Cultural trusf 
could take over 
libraries in 
bid to cut costs 


THE need for 
councils to make 
savings grew more 
pressing last week, 
after the Welsh 
Government 
confirmed cuts in 
budgets for next 
year. 

It means that Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
(BCBC) will be looking 
closely at proposals that 
could affect the library 
services. 

In May this year, the 
council announced that it 
was looking into the 
creation of a ‘Not for 
Profit Distributing 
Organisation’ that would 
oversee local arts venues 
and community arts 
activities. 

Now, BCBC cabinet 
members have agreed to 
look at bringing library 
services under the same 
umbrella. 

A BCBC spokesman 
said: “Similar ‘cultural 
trusts’ are already 
operating successfully in 
many parts of England, 
and such an organisation 
in Bridgend county 
borough would have 
access to external grants 
that aren’t available to 
councils”. 

He added that such a 
trust may find it easier to 
attract sponsorship and 
volunteers, and would 
have the freedom to 
operate more 

commercially. 

A detailed business 
case will now be put

together and presented to 
cabinet members later 
this year after a 
consultation has been 
held with staff, trade 
unions and key 
stakeholders. 

The spokesman said: 
“Councils have a 
statutory duty to provide 
comprehensive and

Porthcawl man is 
jailed for possessing 
child pornography 


BABIES as young as 12-18 
months were depicted on 
indecent images seized by the 
police from a man in 
Porthcawl, Cardiff Crown 
Court heard. 

Dean Rayson (38) of Queen’s 
Avenue, who had no previous 
convictions, was jailed for 16 months 
after admitting three charges of 
possessing indecent pictures of 
children and one of possessing extreme 
pornography. 

Judge Daniel Williams said: “The 
aggravating features are the age of 
some of the children involved. These 
children were violated.” 

They had been abused for the sexual 
gratification of people like Rayson. 

In a number of ways, he said, 
Rayson was seriously disadvantaged. 

Prosecutor John Warren said that on 
April 15, Rayson’s home was searched 
and his computer seized, on which 
were found indecent images. 


He said: “I’ve made some searches.” 

Altogether, said Mr Warren, there 
were 15,748 images. Some were of the 
most serious, Category A, and some of 
the least serious, Category C. 

There were babies from ages of 12- 
18 months, and girls aged six to 10. 

Rayson said through his counsel, 
Sue Perrier, that he had no previous 
convictions and was a man with 
considerable difficulties. 

She said that he suffered from 
clinical depression, and struggled on a 
day-to-day basis. 

“He has a social anxiety disorder 
and an obsessive nature. He finds 
social engagement very difficult. 

“He does not accept he has a 
specific interest in child pornography. 
He has communication problems and 
appears to have very little life at all.” 

The judge made a Sexual Offences 
Prevention Order for 10 years and 
ordered Rayson to register as a sex 
offender for 10 years.

I HAD the huge 
pleasure of 

attending the 

annual concert of 
the award winning 
Bridgend Male 
Choir on Friday, 
October 10 - 

originally just as an 
audience member 
supporting friends; 
however, on arrival 
at the church, I was 
invited to write a 
review of the 
concert and what a 
privilege it is to be 
recording my 

thoughts on what 
was an absolutely 
wonderful concert. 

Fresh from their 
success in the Male Voice 
Choir competition at the 
Llangollen International 
Musical Eisteddfod this 
year, Bridgend Male 
Choir ‘returned home’ to 
give their annual concert 
to a very appreciative 
audience in the unique 
surroundings of St 
Mary’s Roman Catholic 
Church. 

The first thing that 
struck me was the 
inordinately cheap price 
of the tickets - just £5 - 
and on studying the 
programme before the 
concert started, I could 
see that we were going to 
get far more than our 
money’s worth. 

Perhaps this is the way 
to attract audiences in 
these days of economic 
strife - and to get ‘bums 
on seats’. 

Our compere for the 
evening was Gareth 
Davies, a member of the 
bass section of the choir. 
Gareth explained that the 
choir’s programme for 
the concert was to 
include a huge variety of 
music - from traditional 
Welsh hymns to musical 
theatre and opera 
encompassing four 
different languages - no 
mean feat! 

And so, on to the 
music - the musical 
director of any choir has 
the unenviable task of 
choosing the repertoire 
for a concert, and 
Rhiannon Williams-Hale 
chose a programme with 
music from the very 
broad spectrum of male 
voice choir repertoire. 

The concert opened 
with ‘A Welsh Treasury’ 
- a selection of Welsh 


favourites beginning 
with a beautiful rendition 
of ‘Pan f’or nos yn hir’ 
written by Ryan Davies 
and arranged by Meirion 
Davies. 

This was followed by 
‘ Yfory’, written by Robat 
Arwyn which showed 
great control of 
dynamics, particularly in 
the quiet, unison 
passages - and with so 
many men on stage, this 
was particularly 

impressive. A rousing 
rendition of ‘Men of 
Harlech’ ended the first 
set by the choir. 

The first half of the 
concert also included a 
very moving tribute to 
the anniversary of the 
centenary of the start of 
World War One in 1914. 
Particularly poignant was 
the beautiful ‘For the 
Fallen’ by Mike Sammes, 
which included a comet 
solo from Terry Hale, a 
member of the choir’s 
baritone section, playing 
the strains of the Last 
Post. 

The first half ended 
with a nod to the choir’s 
prize winning glory at 
the Llangollen 

International Musical 
Eisteddfod and they 
finished with ‘Aus der 
Traube’ - raising a 
‘glass’ to the audience 
before the interval. 

A spirited opening to 
the second half came 
with a spritely version of 
‘The Rhythm of Life’ by 
Cy Coleman - a tongue 
twister for any choir! 
This was followed by 
lovely versions of ‘What 
a Wonderful World’ and 
John Samuel’s 

arrangement of ‘Bring 
Him Home’ from Les 
Miserables which 

allowed the choir to 
show off their ability to 
sing in a quiet, controlled 
manner, despite their 
large numbers. 

Versatility was 

certainly the order of the 
day and Bridgend Male 
Choir transported us to 
the world of opera for 
their next offering. The 
dichotomy between 
bandits and priests was 
displayed in the 
‘Bandits’ Chorus’ from 
Ernani followed by the 
Chorus of Priests ‘Oh 
Isis and Osiris’ from 
Mozart’s The Magic 
Flute. This section was 
concluded by a stirring 
version of ‘The Virgin of 
the Angel Host’ (La 
vergine degli Angeli) 


from Verdi’s ‘La forza 
del destino’ in which the 
choir joined forces with 
soprano soloist Jessica 
Robinson - absolutely 
beautiful! 

The choir rounded off 
their contribution to the 
concert by singing some 
traditional music in the 
form of Welsh hymn 
tunes and a spiritual. 

Arwel Hughes’ ‘Tydi a 
Roddaist’ with its soaring 
‘amen’ never fails to stir 
the emotions. In stark 
contrast, this was 
followed by Geraint 
Roberts’ arrangement of 
‘Amen’, with a fiendish 
piano part, played with 
aplomb by Stephanie 
Bailey. The choir ended 
with the piece that is 
most requested by their 
audiences - Lewis 
Hartsough’s 
‘Gwahoddiad’. 

Bridgend Male Choir 
can certainly be very 
proud of themselves for a 
concert of very high 
quality, controlled 
singing. They are very 
fortunate to have a 
superb music team with 
Rhiannon Williams-Hale 
at the helm, Stephanie 
Bailey as their 
sympathetic 
accompanist, ably 
supported by Scott 
Williams on the organ. 

The annual concert is 
an opportunity for the 
choir to showcase a 
year’s worth of hard 
work in the rehearsal 
room; however, BMC 
also realise that a good 
music team is something 
to hold onto and they are, 
quite rightly, given the 
opportunity to show off 
their talents. 

Scott gave an 
accomplished 
performance of two 
movements from the 
‘Suite Gothique’ by Leon 
Boellmann on the organ, 
and Rhiannon gave a 
fantastic version of ‘A 
Tribute to Mr Curwen’ 
arranged by the much 
admired Welsh musician, 
Bryan Davies. 

It would be 
completely remiss of me 
not to make special 
mention of the choir’s 
guest soloist for the 
evening; the hugely 
talented soprano, Jessica 
Robinson. Jessica has 
just graduated from the 
Royal Welsh College of 
Music and Drama with a 
first class honours degree 
and she is continuing her 
studies at the RWCMD 


on the opera course. 

Jessica is already 
building a name for 
herself, and has recently 
returned from 

performing in China as 
part of a Welsh 
Government scheme, and 
was a guest of the Harry 
Ensemble as they toured 
around New York in 
2014. She was also the 
winner of the Russell 
Sheppard Scholarship in 
2014. 

It is clear that Jessica 
feels completely at home 
in front of an audience. 
She opened her 

programme with the 
beautiful ‘O mio babbino 
caro’ from Puccini’s 
opera, Gianni Schicchi 
followed by the patriotic 
‘Cymru Fach’. 

In the second half, 
Jessica gave her 

‘Giuditta’ with ‘On my 
lips every kiss is like 
wine’ by Lehar and then 
showed her 

‘ schizophrenic 
tendencies’ with a 
brilliant version of ‘The 
Girl from MG’. 

The cherry on the cake 
was her encore - a 
gorgeous rendering of 
‘Can’t help lovin’ that 
man’ from Jerome Kern’s 
Showboat. Jessica is 
certainly someone to 
watch out for in the 
future! 

Congratulations to all 
at BMC for an annual 
concert of superb quality.

IN a recent edition 
of the GEM, 
Caroline Sarll told 
the story of the 
remarkable story 
of Laurie Brophy 
of Pencoed.

Despite his

the 1930s , this 
inveterate and 
incorrigible 

groundbreaker could, it 
would seem, have done 
with a spell in the Boy 
Scouts learning how to 
‘Be Prepared’. 

During his recent 55- 
mile Taff Trail trek, 
completed in under 24 
hours, he somehow 
omitted to measure his 
survival blanket. 

“It only just covered 
my shoulders, so I was 
too cold to sleep and 
would have ended up 
with hypothermia. 

There was no alternative 
but to keep walking 


1 ORGANISE 14- 
day return visits 
to the Egyptian 
Canal Zone where I 
served in the 1950s, 
along with 
thousands of other 
personnel. 

I know that many 
service people who live 
in your circulation area 
were stationed there 
during the troubled times 
of the 1950s. 

Many of our service 
personnel died and are 
buried in the cemeteries 
that we visit: Ismailia, 
Fayid, Moascar and tel- 
el-kebir. 

I will take photos of 
any friends or loved 
one’s graves if any of 
your readers would like 
me to (complimentary).

Tut, tut, Laurie - but 
then a lack of planning 
has never deterred this 
go-getting gumption- 
driven grandfather of 
five. 

“When I did the 
Marathon des Sables for 
the second time, in 2002, 
I forgot to eat regularly 
and ended up having to 
bow out and was put on 
a drip - but later the 
same year I did the 
Jordan Cup - only about 
110 miles - and finished 
that no problem”. 

Some might call this 
lack of forward planning 
and disregard for the 
body’s basic nutritional 
needs a tad cavalier and 
unquestionably 
foolhardy, but the more 
Laurie opens up, the 
clearer it becomes that 
these lapses are down to 
a willingness to simply 
get up and go - an 
endearing quality, 
particularly in someone 
of his advancing years 
(sorry, Laurie). 

After he had 
completed the Taff Trail 
some weeks ago, he 
gave me a run-down of 
the experience, including 
the injuries he sustained. 
“The pain I suffered in 
the last 20 miles was 
shin splints, maybe 
caused by the shoe insert 
I’ve been wearing for 
the last year. 

“Unfortunately, 
there’s no hope of 
getting it checked by a 
specialist until 


who served in the zone, 
or have friends or 
relatives buried out there 
who may be interested in 
joining our group visit in 
April/May 2015. 

We will be visiting 
Cairo and staying at a 
hotel in Ismailia 
overlooking Lake Timsa 
and visiting other places 
in the Canal Zone. 

I am limited to 25 
places on this reunion 
visit, due to the fact it is 
still a military restricted 
area - spouses/families 
(must be over 20 years 
of age ) are welcome. 
This will be our last visit 
to the Egyptian Canal 
Zone, due to age and 
health reasons.

November - and it will 
probably have healed by 
then. My ankle is still 
swollen - but that will 
heal eventually as well”. 

A no-nonsense, dust 
yourself down approach 
and a stoicism from 
which we could all 
learn. Attaboy, Mr B. 

The sheer mileage 
Laurie has covered 
during his extraordinary 
challenges will have 
stood him in good stead 
during the recent Welsh 
walk. He reckons that it 
amounts to over 1,630 
miles since his first 
London Marathon in 
1997, with a further 
1,060 covered by bike, 
not to mention the 
canoeing trips on top. 

When we talk, he 
drops in the names and 
dates of gruelling races 
as if recalling family 
holidays; “97, ‘98 and 

2001, the London 
Marathon.... Marathon 
des Sables, 1999 and 

2002, 2009 and 2011, 
the Atacama Desert...”. 
He completed the first 
Marathon des Sables 
with, as he recalls it, 
surprisingly little bother. 

“25 miles each day 
for six days, carrying 
everything you need on 
your back. I think I was 
the oldest competitor 
that year at 67. The 
temperature reaches 
about 100 degrees and 
it’s so hot and dry that 
your sweat evaporates 
immediately, so it 
doesn’t get the chance to 
cool you down - but I 
still managed to sprint 
the last 10k”. 

When Laurie 
confesses that he 
“somehow mislaid” his 
sunglasses during his 
first MdS challenge, 
we’re back in laid-back 
Laurie-land, wondering 
how he has ever 
managed to complete 
any of these 
unbelievably arduous 
feats, ones which “push 
your mind and body to 
the limit”. 

The glasses incident 
could have been pretty 
dire: “It resulted in me 
wandering totally off the 
course, even though I 
had my compass with 
me. Everything went all 
foggy and I had no idea 
where I was going”. 

He could, quite 
clearly, have lost the 
plot, as he did three 
years later, due to lack 
of food. But on this 
occasion, as with many 
other episodes in 
Laurie’s life, some 
serious serendipity saved 
the day. 

Laurie recalls the 
experience in almost 
filmic fashion: “Through 
the mist, I could see the 


silhouettes of tents in the 
distance. Everything 
was in black and white. 
The sky had become all 
milky”. 

Forget TE Lawrence. 
Enter, surely, the new 
Laurence of Arabia. Out 
of this mesmeric mirage, 
Laurie then heard the 
sound of singing. 

“It turned out to be 
two blind men 
brothers - walking with 
their wives”. Laurie 
approached them with a 
pricelessly ironic 
request: “I can’t see very 
well. Can I join you 
please?” 

They ended up 
walking to the next 
camp, all arms linked 
together. “One of the 
blind men actually gave 
me his sunglasses, so I 
was able to see again”. 

An exquisite case of 
the blind leading the 
sunblinded. You just 
couldn’t make this up. 

Following his 
unsuccessful second 
MdS attempt in 2002 
(after completing his 
third London Marathon 
in 2001), Laurie 
completed the Gobi 
March (“the windy 
one”), the first of the 
Four Deserts Race, in 

2003. 

This, again, was over 
six to seven days and 
involved one non-stop 
stretch of 50 miles, 
including night walking. 

In this desert, the 
searing heat caused his 
head to “swim”, when 
he stopped briefly at 
midday to check his 
map, after discovering 
that the course markers 
had “mysteriously 
moved”. Lesson learned: 
“If you are going to 
pause, it has to be in the 
shade”. 

Laurie successfully 
completed this ordeal 
and then tackled the 
Four Deserts Sahara, 
“billed as the hot one”, 
in 2005. 

“The temperature 
there reached up to 51.5 
degrees centigrade, or 
122 degrees Fahrenheit. 
The heat was so intense 
it was like a cotton-wool 
blanket, so palpable you 
felt you wanted to push 
it away from your face”. 

Finishing this event 
garnered Laurie the 
honour of being the 
oldest contestant back 
then to have completed a 
Four Deserts Challenge, 
earning him worldwide 
respect. Despite 
knowing Laurie for well 
over a decade, I had no 
idea about this incredible 
accolade. 

Shouting from the 


rooftops is not on 
Laurie’s agenda. Hiding 
his light (and, 
occasionally his torch - 
two gave up on him in 
the Atacama) under a 
bushel is more his style. 

All of these escapades 
come at a price. There’s 
the toll on Laurie’s body, 
but also the financial 
outlay, something often 
overlooked in the 
widespread press 
coverage of these 
endurance challenges. 

“It can cost 
thousands. It’s nearly 
£4,000 to enter the 
Marathon des Sables, for 
example. People forget 
that you have to fly out 
to these places before 
you can even start. 

When I decided to do 
the Atacama in 2009,1 
was starting to have real 
difficulty in raising the 
money. 

“I worked delivering 
telephone directories and 
newsletters for the 
council, going from 
house to house. It took 
a long time to save up”. 

Not deterred by such 
small fry door-to-door 
trekking, Laurie 
conquered the cashflow 
obstacle - and off he 
went again. The Four 
Deserts website 
acknowledges Laurie as 
gaining the medal for the 
70-79 age group in the 
2009 Atacama race. 

His recollection is that 
he was disqualified for 
“being too slow on the 
second day”, but it 
would seem the 
organisers know a 
medal-worthy trooper 
when they see one. 

“Ah yes,” muses 
Laurie quietly, in his 
characteristically humble 
tones: “I expect they 
gave me something out 
of sympathy”. For 
Laurie’s “sympathy”, 
read rather “awe and 
admiration”. 

Many of the blogs on 
the Four Deserts site and 
the Y Bont Facebook 
page pay homage to this 
veteran competitor: “A 
legend” says one former 
pupil - and they are full 
of respect for the sheer 
guts he displays, year in, 
year out. 

Sadly, he had to give 
up in the 2011 Atacama, 
yet again, “getting the 
food and water bit all 
wrong” and lasting “just 
110 miles.” Just? Self- 
effacement is Mr B’s 
default position - which 
is perhaps why he has 
not received the national 
recognition he deserves. 

Since he began 
fundraising for Y Bont 
back in the late 90s, he 


has raised over a 
thousand pounds. Y 
Bont expresses its 
heartfelt gratitude to 
Laurie for his ongoing 
support, particularly 
vital this year, as it is 
facing a £50k deficit 
following funding 
changes. A 
spokesperson said: “If 
we can’t make up the 
deficit, our vital service, 
helping disabled children 
and their families, will 
struggle to continue”. 

Earlier this year, due 
to his fundraising efforts 
and his years of 
volunteering in Nottage 
Primary School, Laurie 
was awarded a Mayor’s 
Citizenship Award, 
which he accepted with 
due humility and, again, 
little fuss. 

Laurie returned for a 
third time to the 
Atacama in 2012, 
despite being refused 
entry due to his age: a 
mere 80 that year. 

“I suppose I wanted to 
show the organisers I 
was still capable of 
tootling about in the 
desert. I intended 
climbing the Licancabur 
volcano, as I’d admired 
it on the previous two 
occasions. But, 
unbelievably, for one of 
the driest places on 
earth, they had a freak 
rainstorm - four cm of 
rain in five minutes - 
just before I arrived, 
resulting in the volcano 
being half-covered in 
snow. Not good for 
trainers, so no volcano”. 

But there are always 
plenty of other 
adventures to occupy 
him. The Three Welsh 
Peaks Trial (x 3), 
Barnardo’s Bike Ride (x 
3) and Land’s End to 
John O’Groats by bike 
(2008). He polished the 
latter off, covering 94 
miles a day, inlO days, 
when many decades 
younger take 14. 

And so to this year, 
and the Taff Trail. 
Completing it well under 
the self-imposed 24-hour 
target, Laurie 
nevertheless admits from 
the outset that he “won’t 
be doing it again”. 

Despite enjoying 
stretches of the walk, 
ambling along canal 
towpaths and enjoying 
the dramatic scenery of 
the Brecon Beacons, 
Laurie’s inability to 
sleep (“mea culpa”, he 
says) and the non-stop 
nature of his venture left 


him feeling pretty 
drained and perhaps 
more defeatist than 
usual. 

Yet there were 
moments of simple 
pleasure, which render 
our 100 miles an hour 
lives utterly ridiculous 
and lamentable. 

Stopping for food 
breaks on grassy banks 
and sighting squirrels 
and other wildlife 
conjures up an idyllic 
image of a bygone era, 
where the pace was 
slower and life itself 
could be savoured. 

Listening to Laurie 
talk, it reminded me of 
that well-known poem 
by Welsh writer, WH 
Davies, “What is this 
life if full of care, We 
have no time to stand 
and stare?” 

Davies, a well-known 
vagabond in his day, 
noted our inability to see 
“streams full of stars” 
and “where squirrels 
hide their nuts in grass”. 
Bizarrely, Laurie then 
tells me that he met a 
“traveller” en route and 
that they had both 
discussed Davies’ 
Autobiography Of A 
Supertramp . “This chap 
I met was in his 50s, a 
bit of a wanderer, who 
had formerly taught in a 
private school”. 

He and his chorkie 
(Chihuahua/Yorkie 
cross) joined Laurie as 
he snacked on his “two 
boiled eggs, some bread 
and butter and a 
banana”. 

Both seemed to share 
Davies’ unhurried view 
of life - despite the 
against-the-clock targets 
Laurie sets himself. 

Later in the day, 
Laurie also managed to 
stop off for some 
“excellent fish and a few 
chips“ in Sammy’s Fish 
Bar in Cefn-Coed-y- 
Cymmer, just outside 
Merthyr Tydfil and 
squeezed in tea and 
scones at Talybont. “I 
couldn’t walk straight by 
this point. Yes, I was 
finding it hard going”. 

There were no crowds 
to see him off: “My 
daughter took me up to 
Brecon and waved me 
off’- and none to cheer 
him at the finish. I ask 
Laurie what his wife 
Ruth thinks of his 
wanderlust. 

Does she never think 
of accompanying him? 

“We did do an event 
together recently, the St 


David’s Day Run in 
Sophia Gardens. Ruth 
and I walked it with my 
young grandson Seth, 
and my daughter and 
son-in-law ran. But as 
for the desert locations, 
no... she would be bored 
just hanging around 
waiting for me to come 
back to base. 

“She tends to go off 
for little jaunts with her 
sister. I think it’s good 
that I get out from under 
her feet. She gets things 
done”. 

This is clearly a 
relationship and 
arrangement which 
works for both. Ringing 
Laurie post-challenge, 
Ruth chips in warmly in 
the background, offering 
help in locating pictures 
and clarifying details. 

Don’t they ever go off 
on holiday together? 
“Ooh, not much now” 
says Laurie. “I find 
holidays a bit dull. I 
like to be doing things 
all the time”. 

Next February, to 
mark his 83rd birthday, 
he is planning, for the 
second time, on 
attempting Offa’s Dyke; 
he managed half last 
time. 

At 177 miles, this will 
be one of the longest 
stretches he has 
undertaken. It might not 
be the desert, but there is 
some challenging terrain 
en route and this is not 
an undertaking for the 
faint-hearted. 

“Finding places to get 
water is one of the 
hardest things. I’d like 
to try and do it in a 
week”. Most manage it 
in a fortnight, so Laurie 
is pushing the 
boundaries yet again. 

So will he then think of 
hanging up his boots? 

“I shouldn’t think so. 
I’d still like to climb that 
volcano...”. 

Determined, 
inspirational and, yes, 
totally incorrigible 
(thank goodness). Local 
legend Laurie Brophy 
will continue - for many 
years to come - to take 
future challenges, quite 
literally, in his stride.

NEW ‘play pods’ packed full 
of equipment are helping 
youngsters at local schools 
learn how to ride a bike. 

At Cefn Glas infants school every 
Wednesday at the end of the school 
day, a set of balance bikes is taken out 
of the new play pod, and parents are 
invited in to join their children as they 
develop their co-ordination skills and 
take steps towards cycling without 
stabilisers. 

Similar play pods have also been 
delivered to Tondu and Nantyffyllon 
primary schools, with a fourth one on 
the way for Bettws this term. 

A Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC) spokesman said: 
“It’s all part of work being carried out 
by BCBC’s active young people 
department to give children across the 
county borough a healthy future that is 
full of safe and varied opportunities to 
play. 

“Last year, the council undertook an 
assessment of play in the local area, 
and worked with its partners to 
develop a three-year action plan that 
aims to support every child up to the 
age of 17 to play freely, safely and 
healthily and take part in a range of 
recreational activities in their 
communities. 


“That action plan was submitted to 
the Welsh Government and, one year 
on, BCBC cabinet members have been 
hearing about the work that has been 
carried out so far to address any gaps 
in play provision and possible areas 
for improvement.” 

Coun Huw David, said: “Our aim is 
to create a play friendly society in 
Bridgend county borough, where 
children have an abundance of 
opportunities to play, whether it be 
through a structured activity such as a 
sports club or a play scheme, or 
playing freely with their friends. 

“The new play pods are being put to 
fantastic use, while there are plenty of 
new sports and play opportunities at 
other schools too, including the chance 
for families to take part in sports and 
play activities together in Family 
Active Zones. 

“Wales is the first country in the 
world to show such commitment to 
putting play on the agenda and 
developing a play-friendly culture in 
the public sector, and it will take time 
to achieve our aims. 

“However, the progress report 
shows that steps are being made in 
certain areas, and highlights what 
needs to be done to improve the 
situation elsewhere.”

‘Men’s Shed’ 
showed its style. 

The unit, home to 
The Squirrel’s Nest, 
was buzzing with 
activity as the men who 
call it home-away-from- 
home demonstrated 
some of their 
woodworking skills and 
crafts. 

The Squirrel’s Nest 
was established as a 
charity some years ago, 
to provide a space 
where men could get 
together, work on 
practical projects and 
share stories. 

They found a new 
home last year in Tondu 
and joined in an 
international movement 
to give men an outlet 
for their creative talents 
and social networking. 

The were visited by 
David Helmers, CEO of 


Australian Men’s Shed 
Association and John 
Evoy, CEO of Men’s 
Sheds Ireland. 

The Men’s Shed 
movement started in 
Australia, to provide a 
place for men to hang 
out, socialise, do 
something practical and 
talk at the same time. 

It was quickly 
discovered that it could 
increase men’s quality 
and length of life. Men 
could talk about health 
and life issues in an 
atmosphere that is 
comfortable. 

In Tondu, the 
members have filled the 
unit with lathes, 
benches, saws, hammers 
and paintbrushes. Skills 
in woodworking, from 
the very basic through 
to some beautiful craft 
working, are applied to 
produce anything from 
pens and bowls to 
clocks. 

They hope to become 
self-sufficient through 
selling their handcrafted 
items. 

The chair of the The 


Squirrel’s Nest, Alan, 
says: “We started 
running this years ago. 
We knew that if we 
pooled our skills, we 
could make something 
bigger and better. It’s a 
chance for guys to get 
out and meet and talk - 
which is missing in 


many people’s lives 
these days. Women are 
welcome too.” 

Their success has led 
to them working with 
Prostate Cancer UK to 
run special sessions on 
Fridays, specifically for 
men who are living with 
this disease: “It is an 


awkward truth, that men 
find it more difficult to 
speak about their health.

Grant does what he does best in The Rewrite 


H ugh 

GRANT has 
been more 
notable in recent 
years for his 
attempts to regulate 
the press than for 
his acting roles; 
however, the 
English ‘king of the 
rom-com’ has been 


seen onscreen in the 
likes of Cloud Atlas 
and heard onscreen 
in enjoyable 
animated romp The 
Pirates! In an 
Adventure with 
Scientists! 

Grant is now 
returning to arguably his 
forte in The Rewrite. Re¬ 
teaming for the fourth 


time with writer/director 
Marc Lawrence (the 
romantic comedy 
genre’s version of 
Scorsese and DeNiro, or 
DiCaprio), 

Grant plays Keith 
Michaels, an Oscar- 
winning writer who 
finds his career in a 
slump. In order to pay 
the bills, he 
begrudgingly goes to 


work at a college, 
teaching screen writing; 
but amidst the drudgery 
of work, and his 
attempts to reignite his 
writing fire, there may 
be light at the end of the 
tunnel in the shape of 
Holly (Marisa Tomei), a 
single mother taking 
classes there... 

If you’ve seen any of 
the films Hugh John 
Mungo Grant (yes, that 
is his real name) has 
made with Marc 
Lawrence, then you’ll 
have a pretty fair idea of 
what to expect from The 
Rewrite. 

Grant has made his 
name (and attracted a 
fair amount of critical 
ire) from these romantic 
comedies, his particular 
brand of bumbling 
English-ness informing 
the material, and so it 
goes here. 

Ironically, given its 
title, The Rewrite seems 
to borrow from previous 
Grant/Lawrence joints - 
you have the stand¬ 
offish slightly self- 
satisfied cad from Two 
Weeks’ Notice, a cad 
who is creative (swap 
the songwriter of Music 
and Lyrics for 
screenwriter here) and 
who learns to better 
himself and find peace 
within - thanks to 
burgeoning love with the 
romantic interest (both 
... Notice and ... 

Lyrics).

Rewrite seems to be 
rewritten from the pair’s 
back catalogue. 

Yet despite the lack of 
originality, the slightly 
cliched storytelling and 
the predictable plot 
points, The Rewrite does 
have a certain degree of 
charm, both in terms of 
its performances and the 
seen-it-all before 
narrative, and is amusing 
enough to help pass 106 
minutes of your life. 

Lawrence seems 
happy to mine Grant’s 
own comedic stylings to 
deliver the laughs here, 
and while, predictably, 
these hang heavily on 
his furrowed brow, range 
of facial expressions and 
withering comments, it's 
not all that hellish to 
watch him run through 
his usual routine. 

Whether its down to 
Grant’s absence from the 
big screen making the 
heart grow fonder (and 
if you find his acting in 
any way a negative then 
avoid at all costs), or 
just that he can execute 
this material seemingly 
in his sleep, there’s 
something enjoyable 
watching him go 
through the motions - 
even though we know 
exactly where we are 
going to end up; Grant is 
doing what he does best, 
and, to be fair, it works. 

Lawrence assembles a 
seasoned cast to back up 


Grant, with the 
irrepressibly perky 
Marisa Tomei providing 
both a love interest and a 
positive counterpoint to 
Grant’s character’s 
slightly soured world 
view, while the likes of 
Chris Elliott, Bella 
Heathcoate and the 
always-watchable pair of 
Alison Janney and JK 
Simmons provide decent 
support. 

Lawrence directs the 
film with a pleasing 
verve, and his script, 
while adhering to the 
rules of romantic 
comedy, has more than a 
few digs at the state of 
Hollywood at present. 

While its core 
message of learning to 
trust your own voice and 
being true to yourself 
feels a little simplistic, it 
fits within the film, 
which itself is hardly 
edgy or strikingly 
daring. 

You can consider that 
the film’s real 
shortcoming; that it 
doesn’t take a different 
tack to what you expect, 
that, to use an 
advertising slogan, it 
does exactly what it says 
on the tin; while that 
may be a criticism, if the 
thought of watching 
Hugh Grant gad about in 
an inoffensive, faintly 
amusing comedy sounds 
appealing, then you’ll 
have no truck with The 
Rewrite. 

VERDICT: A 
pleasingly slight return 


to the big screen for 
Hugh Grant and his own 
particular brand of 
comedy, 

The Rewrite lacks 
originality but charms 
thanks to the efforts of 
its cast. Grant-haters will 
only find ammunition in 
Marc Lawrence’s film, 
but anyone else will be 
reasonably entertained 
by its efforts.

Councils call on public 

to ‘have their say’ over 
where the cuts will fall 


CUTS to the 
budgets of Welsh 
local authorities 
have meant that 
both Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) 
and the Vale 
Council have 

invited residents to 
“have their say” on 
where cuts should 
be made. 

Last week, when the 
Welsh Government 
(WG) released details of 
this year’s budget, the 
scale of the reduction in 
budget to local 
authorities became clear. 

The Welsh 

Government insisted that 
the cuts were due to the 
cuts made by the 
Westminster coalition 
government. 

The WG Public 
Services Minister, 

Leighton Andrews said 
that Welsh councils were 
getting, on average, 3.4 
per cent less that last year 
in real terms. 

He said “The 
settlement is challenging 
but is a consequence of 
the large scale budget 
reductions being 

imposed by the UK 


Government: “The Welsh 
Government’s budget for 
2015-16 will be around 
10 per cent lower in real 
terms compared with 
2010-11. 

“However, unlike 

England, we have 
protected local 

authorities in Wales from 
the bulk of these cuts 
over the past five years. 
Spending on local 
services in England has 
decreased by around 
seven per cent in cash 
terms, while in Wales it 
has increased by three 
per cent. 

“I am providing an 
additional £10 million in 
recognition of the 
importance of strong 
local social services to 
the long-term success of 
the health service in 
Wales and will continue 
to protect schools 
funding, in line with our 
commitment to provide 
an increase in resources 
at one per cent above the 
overall change in the 
Welsh Budget.” 

It means that WG cash 
to the Vale Council will 
fall from £157.889 
million in 2014/15 to 
£152.507 million in 
2015/15 - a fall of 
£5 ,382,000.BCBC 


Conservatives 
attack Welsh 
Labour over 
cutbacks to 
Vale Council

THE Leader of the 
Conservatives in the 
Vale Council - Coun 
John Thomas - has 
criticised the Welsh 
Labour Government 
for imposing 

“swingeing” cuts on 
the council. 

He also urged 
residents to have their 
say on a Vale Council- 
sponsored survey, or face 
losing key services. 

He said: “The Welsh 
Government has slashed 
funding to the Vale 
Council by millions of 
pounds which will have a 
profound impact on the 
services, that matter to 
residents. 

“It is vital that people 
have their say because 
there is little doubt that 
these swingeing cuts will 
pose significant 

challenges here in the 
Vale. 

“The Welsh 

Government continues to 
waste money on pet 
projects like Cardiff 
Airport, office 

refurbishments and the 
T9. All money which 
could be better spent.” 

It was unsurprising, 
perhaps, that his 
statement contained no 
mention of cuts imposed 
by the Conservative and 
Lib Dem coalition 


Government. 

More surprising was 
the response from Plaid 
Cymru, who passed up 
the chance to criticise the 
Lib-Dems or the 
Conservatives. 

Coun Ian Johnson, 
who represents a Barry 
ward on the Vale 
Council, also 

concentrated his fire on 
the Welsh Labour 
Government. 

He said: “Plaid Cymru 
is deeply concerned at 
the cuts that Welsh 
Government want the 
Vale Council to make. 

“Welsh Government 
funding is three-quarters 
of the council’s total 
budget and they are 
planning on making a 
£5.5m cut. 

“Plaid Cymru is 
worried that we will see 
cutbacks in the most 
obvious visible services 
- rubbish collection, 
street-lighting, grass- 
cutting and we have 
already seen proposals 
for cuts in libraries.” 

He added: “These cuts 
are being made because 
Westminster does not 
properly fund Wales 
according to need, and 
the decision to put the 
City of London ahead of 
public services in 
Wales.” 


receives more cash from 
the WG, and its 2014/15 
grant of £195.160 million 
will fall to £188.543 
million - a shortfall of 
£6,567,000. 

The Vale Council 
reacted by asking 
residents to play a role in 
reshaping services across 
the county by sharing 
their views on which 
services they value the 
most. 

The council says that it 
will need to find savings 
of £32 million over the 
next three years. Its 
‘Reshaping Services 
Strategy’ is an attempt to 
gain a degree of 
consensus on where 
those cuts should fall. 

Coun Neil Moore, 
Leader of the Vale 
Council, said: “The 
budget survey has been 
designed to measure how 
highly Vale residents 
value the services that 
they use. 

The responses we 
receive will help us 
tackle the big challenges 
that the Council has to 
face.” 

The budget survey, as 
well as more detailed 
information about the 
Vale Council’s budget, is 
available on at 
www.valeofglamorgan .g 
ov.uk/budget. Hard 
copies are available on 
request by calling 01446 
700111. The consultation 
will close on 31 October. 

BCBC’s public 
consultation will run 
until November 17. It is 
designed to give 
residents an opportunity 
to make their own 
alternative suggestions 
while answering a series 
of structured questions. 

A BCBC spokesman 
said: “The consultation 
will incorporate a 
number of community 
workshops and an easy- 
to-use ‘budget simulator’ 
tool. 

“This will enable 
people to demonstrate 
how they would go about 
spending the council’s 
£255m budget, determine 
which services need to be 
prioritised and identify a 
savings target of £12.4m 
for the year.” 

Council Leader Mel 
Nott said: “This is an 


extremely difficult time 
for local government. 
Councils across Wales 
are facing unprecedented 
challenges in the face of 
reduced Government 
funding and increased 
demands on essential 
services. 

“There are going to be 
some aspects of council 
services that the 
authority may no longer 
be able to provide, and 
finding different ways to 
meet the future needs of 
individuals, families and 
communities is not 
always going to be 
popular. 

“But this is the harsh 
reality of the situation 
that we now face, and it’s 
why we want local 
people to take part in this 
consultation, and help 
inform the difficult 
decisions that will need 
to be taken.” 

BCBC chief executive 
Darren Mepham added: 
“Setting a multi-million 
pound budget is not an 
easy task, so we’ll be 
using a budget simulator 
in both the formal 
consultation and at 
community workshops to 
give people a better idea 
of what the process 
entails and to enrich the 
quality of their 
feedback.”

OBITUARY: Mrs Eira Evans 

Oldest stalwart of 6th Barry 
Scout Group dies aged 97

RAIL commuters 
may have noticed 
that railway 

semaphore signals 
have recently 
disappeared from 
the Vale of 
Glamorgan Line 
and Barry area and 
replaced by colour- 
light signals. 

The last four at Barry 
were removed on June 
28-29. In fact, there are 
only a few semaphore 
signals still in service on 
the Western Region, 
except where regional 
territory has been 
changed, for instance at 
Shrewsbury and 

Worcester. 

This is attributed to 
the need to bring 
signalling up to state-of- 
the-art format. The aim 
is to control the whole of 
Wales’ rail traffic from 
the recently installed 
£4.3m Wales central 
control centre at Canton, 
which is to tie in with 
station modernisation, 
track remodelling and 
better line capacity. 

For some signal 
enthusiasts, sadly, the 
semaphore arms which 
gave a splash of colour to 
an otherwise drab 
railway scene of brown 
track versus lineside 
foliage, have succumbed 
to grey masts with single 


multi-aspect LED signals 
at their head, some with a 
‘feather’ to signal a path 
to diversion of track at 
junctions. 

Another of the two 
former Barry Railway 
signal boxes has also 
been closed and is likely 
to be demolished now 
that it no longer has any 
control function and its 
‘partner’ at Aberthaw 
was closed in 2013 after 
the new colour-light 
signalling of the Vale line 
to Bridgend was 
commissioned. 

Since the end of World 
War Two, I have been an 
ardent fan of former 
GWR semaphore 

signalling and that of its 
successors, British 
Railways and Network 
Rail. At the age of 10, my 
Sunday school teacher, 
Reg. Farmer, introduced 
me to his signal box at 
Cadoxton South 

Junction, then at pre¬ 
nationalisation, and my 
profound interest in 
signalling was born. 

I became voluntarily 
involved in ‘working’ ten 
signal boxes in the 
Glamorgan area from 
1957, starting at Rhoose 
and through to other 
signal boxes until 1968 
and as a part-time 
vocation. I was able to 


absorb the technicalities 
of mechanical railway 
signalling and accrued 
sufficient knowledge to 
eventually present slide 
presentations to railway 
staff and heritage railway 
members. 

One of the pre- 
Beeching branch 

closures that suffered 
locally was the Barry - 
Pontypridd line via 
Wenvoe. Apparently, 
after removal of the 
lineside telegraph poles, 
one pole was overlooked 
and for a while stood 
forlornly at the top of the 
bank above Wenvoe 
tunnel bore near Rhiwau 
crossing. 

After 1963, the line to 
Caerphilly from 

Tynycaeau Junction on 
the Wenvoe line saw its 
last through coal traffic 
to Barry from the 
Rhymney valley via the 
Penrhos branch. When 
the branch closed, coal to 
Barry docks and 
Aberthaw power station 
had to be routed via the 
Caerphilly tunnel. 

The line to the 
Dolomite establishment 
at Taffs Well gorge was 
finally worked as a long 
siding from Penrhos 
Junction (Caerphilly) end 
and that too succumbed 
along with the removal 


of the very impressive 
Taffs Well viaduct. The 
Llantrisant-Cowbridge 
line in its final years was 
worked as a long siding 
and the little semaphore 
signalling involved, was 
removed from the 
branch. 

I felt it would be 
rewarding to put some of 
my knowledge together 
in book form. It has 
culminated in a 250-page 
book with over 130 
colour photographs with 
signal assembly 

drawings, wiring 

diagrams and associated 
data - all written in the 
simplest form and 
showing the 

development of Brunei’s 
GWR disc and crossbar 
signalling system of 
1849, through to British 
Railways Western 
Region semaphore 
signalling remnants as at 
2014. 

My 49 years 

association with the 
Permanent Way 

Institution has taken up 
the task of publishing my 
book which is entitled, 
‘Western Region 

Semaphore Signalling in 
the 1960s and 

Thereafter’. Some 3,700 
of my photographic 
records taken from 1958 
are now included in 
Philip Too good’s 

TRAC KB ED.Com 
website.

MRS Eira Evans, who has died aged 97, 
was the last leader of the 6th Barry BP 
Scout Troop, reconvened in 1933, after the 
troop had been closed during the First 
World War. 

It was in 1936 that Miss Eira Powell became 
an assistant cub mistress, and her Jungle Book 
name was Kaa. 

Jack Evans was running the Cub Pack, as 
well as the Scout Troop at the time, but still had 
time for love to flourish. 

With the outbreak of war, Jack joined the 
Royal Navy and The Scout troop shut down due 
to lack of a leader, 

However, Eira continued to run the Cub pack 
at their weekly meetings in the Park Crescent 
Mission Hall, assisted byWinnie James. 

In 1944, Jack and Eira were married when 
they moved to Glasgow, where he was based. 
After the 2nd World War, they returned to 
Barry, where they re-established the Troop. 

When the family (John and Julie) came along, 
Eira relinquished her role as Cub mistress, but 
her support for Jack, who was Group Scout 


Master, helped to make it one of the most 
successful groups in the country. 

She and the family spent many years after the 
war running the two- week summer camps, 
which many of the old Scouts fondly remember. 

Jack became the Rev Jack Evans in 1965, 
serving the community of Barry and Barry 
Island with the ever- faithful support of Eira, up 
to his death in 2003. 

She has been living in Bristol for the last 10 
years close to her daughter. 

The funeral will be held at All Saints Church, 
Barry, on Monday (October 20) at 2pm.

NEWS FROM FONMON APIARY 


Time moves on...but no 
one has told the bees! 


HE year may well be 
drawing to a close but 
the bees show little sign 
of winter adjustment and all 
colonies are very active. 

Thanks to the mild conditions still 
prevailing, the foragers are bringing in 
pollen and nectar and the Queens are 
still laying. This, of course, is quite 
contrary to recognised beekeeping 
practice. 

To all intents and purposes, the 
beekeeper should have carried out 
Varroa treatments. Any feeding that 
was required will also have been 
completed; our bees should be 
forming their winter cluster and 
foraging should have ceased. 

All of the colonies can now be left 
alone until spring of the following 
year. However, as I have made clear 
in previous articles, the weather is the 
dominant factor in the honeybees 
world. 

Colony activity equates to the 
expenditure of energy - the nectar and 
pollen are the ingredients required to 
provide this energy, so although stores 
are being created within the hive, the 
daily consumption by the bees means 
that said stores are being consumed. 

Many parks and gardens still 
contain plants and flowers that are a 
ready source of all the bees’ 
requirements, so until we see lower 
temperatures (i.e. nine degrees 
centigrade and lower) the bees will 
still make trips to provide the stores 
they know they must have to see them 
through the coming winter. 

Here at Fonmon, I have several 
colonies that are receiving liquid feed; 
these are colonies that swarmed and 
require a little assistance from the 
beekeeper, and as a result they have 
not yet had any Varroa control 


applied .Feeding and Varroa control do 
not go hand in hand; it is one or the 
other. In my judgement, the feeding 
comes first, this along with the mild 
weather is certainly going to help the 
colony get through the coming winter. 

I will treat for Varroa once I 
consider that the bees have sufficient 
stores. Why this approach? 

Well, without food the bees will 
certainly die and then, of course, I 
won’t have a Varroa Mite problem. 
Remember, I still have Queens laying 
and new bees will be emerging and 
will require nourishment, the mites 
will, of course, be carrying out their 
breeding cycle along with the bees, 
which means their presence will have 
to be addressed eventually. 

Decisions! Decisions! That’s what 
faces the beekeeper and you will 
sometimes get it wrong. 

Fonmon Apiary has colonies with 
several supers still in situ; they will be 
inspected and I will have to make a 
decision as what I should do. 

The storing of equipment that is not 
required over winter also brings its 
own problems. The Wax Moth has 
had a good breeding year and if you 
do not store things in adequate 
containers, the moth will certainly 
take advantage and your equipment 
will be subject to an attack, possibly 
rendering it totally unusable when 
spring comes around. 

The beekeeper must become 
acquainted with all of the enemies of 
the honeybee and hive components if 
he/she is to be successful. 

This year has been one of our best 
for some time; the bees will settle and 
then we will anxiously await the 
coming spring and hope to see activity 
from all the overwintered colonies.

Does Cardiff 
Airport have 
the correct 
strategy?’ 

asks Welsh 
Tory leader

A regional Tory AM 
has expressed his 
concern after 

City Jet announced 
its plans to reduce 
flights on the 
Cardiff to Glasgow 
Airport route. 

The decision was 
taken because of a lack of 
passengers using the 
service and will lead to 
the number of daily 
flights being cut from 
three a day to two. 

However, the airline 
told The GEM that it was 
still committed to the 
route and that networks 
were always evolving. 

Andrew RT Davies 
AM, Leader of the Welsh 
Conservatives, said: 
“This news is 
particularly concerning 
given the fact that the 
route was only reinstated 
nine months ago. 

“The fact that key 
airlines are reducing 
flights on their flagship 
routes, is extremely 
worrying, and does not 
give the impression of a 
confident and vibrant 
airport. This latest route 
withdrawal begs 

questions about whether 
the strategy for growth at 
Wales’ state-owned 
airport is right and 
whether opportunities for 
growth, route 

development and 

marketing are being 
properly explored.” 

But Cardiff Airport 
managing director Debra 
Barber pointed out that 
some CityJet operations 
had surpassed what the 
airport had hoped for. 

“We are continuing to 
work closely with CityJet 
who will operate flights 


to Paris and Edinburgh 
throughout the Winter 
season, both of which 
exceeded expectations 
during the first year of 
operations. 

“CityJet has 

acknowledged Cardiff 
Airport as a key 
component in its strategy 
for UK regional growth 
and is an important 
partner for the airport in 
delivering key routes to 
and from Wales, with 
these services being 
essential for both 
inbound and outbound 
travel needs.” 

Ms Barber added: 
“Our priority is to return 
the business to its 
previous level of success 
and beyond, with 
ongoing discussions with 
our existing and potential 
new airlines about 
enhancing the number of 
destinations on offer. 

“We want the people 
of Wales to be proud of 
their airport and for 
them, along with visitors 
to our country, to have a 
wonderful experience 
when using it.” 

Patrick Lukan, chief 
commercial officer at 
CityJet insisted: “Route 
changes such as 
Glasgow to Cardiff are 
all part of the process an 
airline goes through and 
networks are constantly 
evolving. 

“We will maintain 
connections between 
Scotland and Wales via 
our Edinburgh route and 
will continue to serve 
Paris. 

“Underlining the 
airline’s commitment to 
the region, CityJet was 
recently announced as 
one of the sponsors for 
the Ospreys’2014/ 15.”

The earthquake in 
Haiti claimed over 
200,000 lives. Haiti is 
the poorest country in the 
western hemisphere. 
Unemployment runs at 
80 per cent - street 
traders earn just £30 a 
month. 

Haiti is going to take 
20 years to restructure. 
Lots of children eat food 
every other day. 

Haiti Hospital Appeal, 
a charity started by two 
British drama students, 
has built a spinal care 
unit for people injured in 
the quake and they 


recently opened a 
hospital. This campaign 
supports that charity. 

Mr Frank McKinney is 
a philanthropist who 
lives in nearby Miami, 
USA. He builds houses 
for people who live in 
poverty. 

He says that the 
Haitian people are a 
faith driven people and 
often quotes Saint Luke, 
who said that ‘those 
people who had been 
entrusted with much 
then much would be 
expected’. 

In that spirit, the 
houses Mr McKinney 
constructs are known as 
Earth Ships and cost 
from around £7,000.

For those punters who 
had backed the winner 
Wren’s Trix, brilliantly 
ridden by Joe Price, at 
odds of 4-1, to finish 
alone in the three horse 
members’ race, they had 
every reason to feel 
agrieved and they 
complained to the 
stewards after it had 
been announced that the 
odds-on favourite 
Trumpet Player, 
partnered by Robert 
Rowsell, had finished 
second. 

What had happened 
was that Trumpet Player 
unshipped his rider at 
the second last fence 
and was remounted and 
did eventually finish the 
race. 

However, the judge 
seeing the crowds 
crossing the course, 
assumed that there were 
no other finishers and 
was not in his stand 
when the horse and 
rider passed the winning 
post. 

And Jockey Club 
rules stated that ‘No 
horse which passes the 
winning post after the 
judge has left his stand 
shall be placed.’ 

Apparently, the judge 
was given a good telling 
off by the chief steward, 
John Cory. However, 
those who had backed 


Wren’s Trix to finish 
alone went home 
cursing him. 

First attempt 
wins on second 
attempt 

IN 1985, a horse called 
First Attempt won on 
her second attempt at 
the Tivyside Hunt 
Point-To-Point 
Steeplechases. 

First Attempt, an 
eight-year-old chestnut 
mare owned by Mr W K 
Rhead, was made 
favourite for the men’s 
open race but took a 
tumble early in the race. 

Around an hour later, 
First Attempt, ridden by 
the owner’s son Alan 
Rhead, faced the starter 
again when lining up for 
the adjacent hunts’ race 
which she won after her 
solitary rival, Portfield 
Fair, failed to complete 
the course. 

Later, Rhead had 
more to smile about 
when he took the 
maiden race on 
Anns well. 

Stable mates’ 
dead heat 

TWO horses who used 
to be stable 
companions dead- 
heated for the 1984 
Welsh point-to-point 
Grand National at the 
Pentyrch Hunt 
Steeplechases at 
Llantwit Major. 

A few years earlier, 
the two horses Loch 
Raven and Wine Talk 
were both trained at the 
same time in Ireland by 
Paul Doyle. 

Loch Raven was 
ridden by Brecon’s 
Brian Eckley and Wine 
Talk by Bridgend’s Paul 
Hamer. 

Both jumped the last 
fence together and the 


judge, Howard Jones of 
Rudry, was unable to 
separate them at the 
winning post. 

Scotch Salmon 
tipped the 
scales 
A HORSE called 
Ferreter, owned by 
hunt-racing official 
Mrs Cynthia Higgon, 
finished first past the 
post at the 1983 South 
Herefordshire Hunt 
Steepl chases but was 
disqualified following 
a Jockey Club enquiry. 

Jockey Club officials 
also disqualified the 
third, fourth, fifth and 
sixth horses and 
awarded the race to the 
runner-up, Scottish 
Salmon. 

All the horses should 
have carried 12st 71bs 
but the Clerk of the 
Scales insisted, despite 
pleas from their owners 
and riders, on weighing 
out all riders at 12st. 

Because Scottish 
Salmon’s rider carried 
81b overweight, thus 
being the only horse in 
the race to carry 12st 
71b or over, it was 
awarded the race. 

Had all the horses 
carried the wrong 
weight the race would 
have been declared 
void. Point-to-point 
rules state that an 
objection to any 
decision of the Clerk of 
the Scales must be made 
at once.
